From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 

History Of Brooksville 
Continued 

David Brooks, for years 
a member of the state legis¬ 
lature, had piloted to passage, 
legislature necessary for the 
location. The new capitol was 
named Brooksville and had 
its first court session Nov. 23, 
1839. The courthouse erected 
at this time housed the judicia¬ 
ry for more than twenty years 
and was the county place of 
public assembly in these two 
decades of bitter controversy 
over the slave question that 
ended in an appeal to arms. 

New buildings were 
erected in years 1860-62 in the 
opening years of that unfortu¬ 
nate conflict. 

The brick courthouse, to¬ 
gether with two brick and two 
frame office buildings, were 
wrecked to make way for the 
present building twenty-four 
years ago. 

The jail of that time, re¬ 
modeled, is still in use. 

In the early year of the 
last century a bank, a rail¬ 
road, a flour mill, telephone 
and lights, and some factories 
came to town. Fires took toll 
of the older wooden build¬ 
ings to bring from their ashes 
modem business stmctures to 
house a growing trade. Pass¬ 
ing years brought looseleaf 
warehouses and a second bank 
to disappear in the drastic 


years that followed. 

Hard surface roads and 
streets, concrete walks and 
recently water are among the 
permanent gains. 

Churches have grown 
from the occasional call of the 
traveling minister, holding ser¬ 
vices wherever shelter could 
be found, to four churches 
housing as many creed, with 
sustaining congregations. 

Schools have progressed 
from the one room, three R 
subscription institute to a high 
school of twenty teachers, car¬ 
ing for six hundred and fifty 
pupils, and a parochial school 
with three teachers and sixty 
pupils. 

The city’s financial condi¬ 
tion is sound, with a new city 
building and fire equipment. 

Travel in Cumberland and 
Tennessee, to build civiliza¬ 
tion in the great valley. These 
fathers brought with them 
abiding faith in the right to 
life, liberty and deep dislike to 
more than necessary govern¬ 
ment supervision. 

Here they founded a 
county that financially, first 
in the one hundred and twen¬ 
ty counties of Kentucky and 
probably first in the more than 
three thousand counties of the 
United States, is a home lov¬ 
ing, friendly mral town, where 
today the drone of a plane 
sends no one to shelter.

Fall out? Ware’s travel- 
and-teevee-show schedule 
was a feel-good story, but the 
tee-shirt episode makes him 
latest puppet and poster boy for 
screamers about exploitation of 
college athletes. 

Meanwhile, so-called 
main stream media’s lasting 
fascination with ‘total’ package 
monies cashed in by NCAA 
and ball coaches while student- 
athletes get (only) a scholarship, 
I wonder, where’s watchdog 
reporting on destinations of 
profits?

No. While 
million-dollar men Pitino and 
Walz in Louisville, Matthew 
Mitchell and John Calipari in 
Lexington will receive bonuses 
and contract extensions, none is 
news conference answerable for 
graduation rates. 

Meanwhile, officials at both 
(most) universities continue to 
exhort alumni and friends to 
“support your university. Send 
money.”

Hall of Fame coach Bob 
Knight was in the news again 
last week. Curious how critics 
are ever anxious to assign The 
General to history’s scrap- 
heap, but are equally anxious 
to resurrect him when a chair is 
tossed or a Mike Rice-Rutgers 
video becomes top story at 
Sports Center.

Water damage to homes is major 
culprit as storm season approaches 


As the region begins to 
shed its winter weather con¬ 
ditions and move steadily 
toward traditional spring¬ 
time rains, Kentuckians are 
reminded that strong storms 

- and the potential for floods 

- may soon also be on the 
way. According to the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service, flood¬ 
ing causes more damage in 
the United States than any 
other severe weather related 
event. Nationally, nearly 100 
lives and an average of $5 bil¬ 
lion in property losses are lost 
annually due to flooding. As 
such, Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) urges homeowners to 
evaluate the risk for storm 
damage on their property and 
take precautionary steps to 
lessen or eliminate the de¬ 
structive effects of flooding. 

KFB Insurance pro¬ 
vides flood coverage through 
Southern Farm Bureau Insur¬ 
ance and the Federal Govern¬ 
ment’s flood insurance plan. 
This coverage protects those 
in flood plains - areas prone 
to flooding that are often near 
rivers and creeks that rise. 
During the past live years 
more than 720 Kentucky 
home- and farm-owners were 
protected by flood coverage 
and, as a result, received ap¬ 
proximately $11.25 million in 
claims payouts to repair their 
property damages. While 
many of these claims were 
the result of several storms 
occurring in different years, 
occasionally a single, strong 
storm powers through the 
state and causes significant 
damage to a targeted area. 
Such was the case in south 
central Kentucky in May 
2010. More than 285 claims 
and $6.25 million were tal¬ 
lied in that year alone, most 
of which were caused by a 
single storm. 

KFB knows, however, 
that homes and farms are not 
the only sources of claims 
and property loss when it 
comes to water damage. Dur¬ 
ing the past five years, KFB 
Insurance also paid out more 
than $5.5 million on nearly 
700 automobile flood-related 
claims. Approximately $1.3 
million and 215 auto claims 
were handled by KFB Insur¬ 
ance when widespread flood¬ 
ing hit Jefferson County in 
August 2009 after a single

storm. 

While KFB is proud to 
help so many Kentuckians re¬ 
cover after suffering through 
storm damage, restoring and 
replacing property is a hefty 
venture for those without 
flood insurance. Most home 
and farm policies do not au¬ 
tomatically include cover¬ 
age for flooding, so prop¬ 
erty owners must be aware 
of flood plains in relation to 
their homes. Home and farm 
owners should ask their agent 
about specifically adding 
flood coverage to their poli¬ 
cies to avoid an expensive 
disaster when storm waters 
surge. 

Even residents living in 
areas that are not prone to 
flooding can make small im¬ 
provements around the home 
and farm to help prevent sur¬ 
face water damage, which is 
typically not covered under 
a standard insurance policy. 
Listed below are some help¬ 
ful tips for making a property 
more water resistant: 

Redirect downspouts 
away from the foundation of 
the home and extend the tub¬ 
ing to carry the water further 
away than the typical gutter 
system allows. 

Keep all gutters and 
downspouts clear of debris 
that will cause the roof-lining 
troughs to All with excess wa¬ 
ter, overflow and fall instead 
onto areas close to the foun¬ 
dation. 

Reshape landscaping 
around the foundations to 
slope downward, directing 
water away from the house. 

Caulk any cracks seen 
around the foundation that 
might allow seepage into a 
basement or crawlspace. 

Unfinished basements 
walls can be sealed internally 
with specialty applications 
found at most home improve¬ 
ment stores, but may require 
continual review and mainte¬ 
nance over time. 

Install a sump pump and 
foundation drain system to 
force water out of the area in 
and directly under a house. 

Despite their best efforts, 
though, homeowners cannot 
always prevent water dam¬ 
age. For times like those, it 
is also wise to have copies 
of important documents and 
photos of your home, farm 
and other possessions on file 
somewhere off site, like a 
bank safety deposit box, for 
reference and insurance pur¬ 
poses if personal property is 
destroyed or washed away. 

Of course, flooding can 
do much more than just dam¬ 
age property - floods occa¬ 
sionally claim lives, too. The 
National Weather Service 
points out that just six inches 
of water can sweep a person

off of his or her feet, and that 
two feet of water is enough to 
lift and move a car, even an 
SUV. More people drown in 
their cars than anywhere else 
during a flood. If the water 
covering the road is more than 
a few inches deep, it is best to 
And an alternate route - even 
if it takes longer to reach the 
destination. What appears to 
be a short drive through rising 
waters could end up prevent¬ 
ing more than just a person 
reaching the other side of the 
road - it could cost a life. 

When storms hit Ken¬ 
tucky, it is important to follow 
news updates on the televi¬ 
sion or radio and pay atten¬ 
tion to the warnings that are 
issued. As organizations like 
KFB support Flood Aware¬ 
ness Week (March 18-22) 
and Severe Weather Aware¬ 
ness Month (March), Ken¬ 
tuckians are also advised to 
create emergency plans and 
kits for situations like floods 
and other natural disasters. To 
learn more about how to start 
a plan and what to include in 
an emergency kit, visit ready, 
gov.
